BACILLUS OF 
CANCER LOOKS 
LIKE LETTER S- 


BERLIN, Feb. 16.—(/)—The cancer 
bacillus, Which Dr. Josef Schumacher 
has announced he discovered, is de- 
scribed by him as a vegetable organism 
with a well defined membrane. It is 
large And shaped like the letter 8, 
with terminal nodules. It is visible 


The bacillus is infective only in 
cases having a predisposition to can- 
cer, said Dr. Schumacher, such pre- 
disposition being created with advan- | 
cing age by imperfect functioning of | 
the lymphatic glands, whereby insuffi- | 
cient fermenting substances are secret- 
ed for splitting up the lipoid albu- 
mins. The bacilli are mostly found 
in the connective. tissues and the walls 
of blood vessels surrounding the can- 
cer growth, rarely in the cancer tis- 
sue, in which they are rapidly de- 
stroyed. 

Dr. Schumacher believes the dis- 
covery indicates a combination of 
surgical and internal treatment and is 
looking forward to (favorable chemico- 
therapeutic experiments. He is a 
dermatologist, a, native of Mayence. 
and studied at Munich and Leipsic 
as a post-gradugte, becoming an as- 
sistant professor in the cities of Unna 
and Hamburg.

Prince Ludwig 
Windisch-Graetz started printing the 
false 1,000 franc notes and Count Te-

4. Don clean sox and dry shoes. 

5. Blisters: prick, paint with tincture 
of iodine, cover with perforated stripping 
of zinc oxide plaster. 

6. Corns: pare; treat with salicylic 
paint. (Corn paint: salicylic acid, 60 
Grains; extract cannabis indica, 3 
grains; flexible cellodion, 1 ounce.) 

7. Sweaty feet: treat with 2 per cent 
formalin or 2 per cent alcoholic solu- 
tien of salicylic acid. 

. Tenderness: treat by 1 per cent for- 
malin solution or 2 per cent alcoholic 
solution of salicylic acid, or 10 per cent 
solution of picric acid. (Dusting pow- 
der: salicylic acid, 3 per cent; boracic 
acid, 10 per cent; talc, 87 per cent.)
